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CHARLIE CHAPLIN (Thonstein), friend - 
of the Soviet Union, and foe of everything 
American, whose flagrant immorality de- 
graded America, may soon land on our 
shores, The softening up process is on as 
the press attempts to prepare a favorable 
climate for this unsavory character. If 
this “Citizen of the-World” attempts to 
land on American soil again we hope he 
will be met by a large un-welcoming com- 
mittee of outraged Americans. 

When Chaplin was on trial in Los Angeles 
20 years ago, for “moral turpitude,” a fam- 
ous American lawyer, Joseph Scott, forced 
Chaplin to take care of his baby and one. of 
the many girls he dragged down. The stand- 
ards of this Zionist were spotlighted in the 
trial, when it was. learned Chaplin had re- 
marked: “I don’t intend to support. all the 
babies I have scattered around,” 

Westbrook Pegler (9/19/52), wrote: 
“Chaplin is not a citizen of this nation al- 
though he has lived among us and imposed 
upon us by flouting our ideals and degrading 
our morals and standards for almost half a 
century. If he ever should apply for citizen- 
ship during my lifetime I will intervene to 
oppose his naturalization on ground of moral 
turpitude.” 

Charlie Chaplin’s record includes many

FRIENDSHIP RALLIES, ARTISTS FRONT 
TO WIN THE WAR, NATIONAL COUNCIL 
OF AMERICAN SOVIET FRIENDSHIP, 
WORLD PEACE CONFERENCE (N.Y. 
WALDORF ASTORIA, April, 1949). 

It is believed Chaplin paid many times . 
for the use of Madison Square Garden for 


: communist purposes. His opening address to 


the ARTISTS FRONT meeting in Carnegie 
Hall, Oct. 16, 1942, began with “COM- 
RADES.”. Chaplin praised Roosevelt not as 
a leader but as the man “who released Earl 
Browder.” He praised Harry Bridges; praised 
communists as “ordinary people like our- 
selves, who love beauty, who love life” and 
went even further when he said: “They say 
communism may spread over the world, I 
say, so what?” In 1947 Chaplin brazenly at- 
tempted to picket the American Embassy in 
Paris protesting the deportation of Hans 
Eisler, Number 2 Communist in the U.S. 
On one occasion when he met Khrushchev, 
Chaplin said: “Your noble words will live in 
history.” The Communist Party boss re- 
plied, “You are a genius ... you have been 
a big help.” 

Let us protest this unmoral pro-commu- 
nist, world citizen and name-changer. 
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
